The new German activity h a . shown 
Itself a t more than a score of points, 
with the principal fighting apparently 
around Huiluch and Loose. 


Special Mention for Irish. 


The Irish 
regim ents gave special 
mention for bravery in a counter a t­ 
tack which drove the Germ ans out of 
a section of trench where they had 
gained a footing with the help of gas 
and artillery curtain of fire 
The com m unication closes with an 
account of the aeroplane activity, in­ 
cluding a Germ an "two-seater" and a 
British ' one seater,” resulting in the 
death of both German aviators and th** 
destruction of the machine, which fell 
from a height of 14,000 feet. 
Of the work of the Irish regim ent 
the com munication says 
"The enemy discharged gar from 
trenches south of Huiluch and at the 
same tim e trained artillery on our 
lines north of Loos. 
"Later a second gas cloud was re­ 
leased from about the sam e place and 
after a heavy bom bardm ent the enemy 
gained a footing In our front and sup­ 
port lines east northeast of Loos.

counter attack

troops took place within half an hour 
and the enemy was driven out. leav­ 
ing many dead in our trenches.

"A few Germans reached our Hues, 
but were driven out.”
